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Claim 3 has been canceled. 

Claim 1 has been amended as follows: 

1. (Amended) A compound 8 to 30 nucleobases in length targeted 
to a nucleic acid molecule encoding human liver glycogen 
phosphorylase jS£C_m NO; II, wherein said antisense compound 
specifically hybridizes with and inhibits the expression of human 
liver glycogen phosphorylase. 
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
